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School Board Receives 
$32,000 From Estate 


Members 
of Warren 
borough 
school board were informed at their 
meeting Monday evening that $32, 
OOO had been received from a par­ 
tial distribution of the estate of the 
late Dr. Elizabeth Beaty 
and 
$690.06 in earnings from invest­ 
ments of the capital. The bene­ 
factor's will provided that the be­ 
quest should be used to further 
public relations in Beaty junior 
high school. 


The fund was referred to the 
finance committee, Dr. Carl E. 
Whipple, superintendent of schools, 
Gerald Newton, director of educa­ 
tion and curriculum, Henry Pow­ 
ell, Beaty principal, and his as­ 
sistant, Thomas Barratt, to ar­ 
range plans for implementing the 
will’s provisions. Dr. Beaty provid­ 
ed the fund to train junior high 
school students to be more con­ 
siderate of their elders. 


Dr. Carl Whipple read a copy of 
a letter which was addressed to 
Glade twp. school board, concern­ 
ing a request that the state council 
reconsider the decision which trans­ 
ferred the Hill street section to the 
borough’s school system. Dr. Carl 
Seifert, deputy superintendent of 
public instruction and secretary of 
the state council on education, 
wrote that such a reconsideration 
would not be legal in the opinion 
of the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
The board acknowledged the re­ 
ceipt of the following state funds: 
$380.83 for tuition paid in 1953-54; 
$255.33 for tuition of a non-resident 
child in Warren schools by action 
of the Children’s 
Aid 
Society; 
$705.80 for May special milk pro­ 
gram; $216.36 for June special milk 
program; $812.16 partial payment 
for May lunch program. No pay­ 
ments were received for June 
lunches in accordance with an 
agreement that state funds would 
be distributed as long as the pres­ 
ent appropriation lasted. 
Approvals were granted for Ger­ 
ald Newton to attend the state 
association for supervision and cur­ 
riculum development in Philadel­ 
phia in October and the national 
meeting of the same group in New 
York City next spring. Superinten­ 
dent Whipple was authorized to at­ 
tend a meeting of superintendents 
and principals scheduled for State 
College next month; two district 
superintendents meetings — th sifa 
superintendents meetings — this fall 
in Bedford and next spring at State 
Cbllege; PSEA meeting in Harris­ 
burg during Christmas vacation; 
national meeting of the AASA at 
Atlantic City in February. 
Bills authorized for payments im 
eluded $154.75, substitutes employ­ 
ed; $1,937, special services of which 
$1,896 went for playgrounds; $6.25, 
janitors’ 
overtime; 
$1,061.24, 
monthly orders. The state equali­ 
zation board announced that the 
market value of Warren property 
totals $36,875,600 which is an in­ 
crease of $366,000 over last year. 
The assessments average 39.2 per 
cent of the market values. 
A report was read which indicat­ 
ed that teachers lost 103 3-4 days 
for illness and 8 days for deaths 
and funerals. Other employees lost 
fourteen days for illness. 
Recommendations by the text­ 
books, 
supplies 
and 
equipment 
committee were accepted which 
included orders for textbooks and 
similar materials at $2,533.12, and 
instructional supplies, after bids, 
for $600.70. Bills recommended for 
payment by the finance committee 
in the amount of $5,035.60 were 
approved.

I don’t know what has happened 
to the popular music field in the 
last decade or so. Back when I was 
a teen-ager if my rusty memory is 
at all to be trusted, we had our 
crazes for particular tunes, 
but 
many of them are still around as 
standards, as they are called in 
the trade. I somehow doubt that 
“Sh-Boom” will ever make it. t it 
“Dance With Me, Henry” or any 
of those so-called melodies which 
have noises for lyrics rather than 
words.

I was watching “The Hit Par­ 
ade” some time ago when they 
slipped in — as a Lucky Strike 
extra — “It’s a Lovely Day To­ 
day,” a lovely tune by Irving Ber­ 
lin.

WASHINGTON - There is prac­ 
tically no praise or support that 
Carmine DeSapio, New York politi­ 
cal boss, can give his Governor, 
Averell Harrim an, that will bother 
Adlai Stevenson and the Stevenson 
supporters so long as it is confined 
to New York. 
It is when they find the Tam­ 
many leader in cozy conversation 
with Mayor Lawrence in 
Pitts­ 
burgh, Penn., or Paul Ziffren in 
California or Governor C. Frank 
Lausche in Columbus, Ohio, that 
they will worry. A travelling De­ 
Sapio, on one of those visits to 
brother Elks that Jim Farley made 
so effectively in 1930 and 1931, will 
become the enemy very promptly. 
What DeSapio has done so far 
seems to politicians only normal. 
He has gone on record as favoring 
H arrim an’s candidacy as a favor­ 
ite son, a complimentary designa­ 
tion only. Favorite sons are not 
supposed to campaign for delegates 
and they customarily drop out after 
the first ballot. 
DeSapio up to now is only call­ 
ing attention to his Governor as a 
party ornament, available in case 
Harriman himself continues to say 
that he is for Stevenson. 
People who know these men well 
believe that both Harriman 
and 
DeSapio ardently long for H arri­ 
man to get the Democratic nomin­ 
ation for President next year and, 
of course, be elected. DeSapio is 
determined 
to 
keep 
Harrim an 
available and Harriman is glad 
that he is. Harriman will not, how­ 
ever, go back on his word to 
Stevenson and his will be the de­ 
cision when and if to break away. 
DeSapio has 
been 
careful 
to 
speak only for 
himself, 
but 
he 


would probably like to encourage 
o+her leaders to be equally coy 
about Stevenson. 
Of all the Democratic possibili­ 
ties for next year, Harriman knows 
resident Eisenhower best, having 
served in important diplomatic and 
trouble-shooting capacities during 
the Roosevelt and Truman Admin­ 
istrations which saw Eisenhower 
in top military commands. Whether 
because or in spite of this, Harri­ 
man more than any other Demo­ 
crat wants to carry the fight to 
the President personally. 
Harrim an wants the President 
held responsible for every mistake 
of subordinates. He seems actually 
to think of him - or is prepared to 
argue that he does — as weak and 
confused, the captive of political 
forces he cannot control. 
Stevenson chooses his language 
carefully when he discusses the 
President. Harriman lambasts Ike 
and takes pleasure in the fact that 
Eisenhower, despite their long as­ 
sociation, is extremely cool to him 
now when they meet. From this, 
the New York Governor argues that 
Eisenhower can’t take 
criticism 
and will react badly if it is heaped 
on him. 
This belligerence of Harriman 
has a certain appeal to organiza­ 
tion politicians. So has his ability 
to do so much of the financing of 
his campaigns out of his own large 
funds. 
With Majority Leader Johnson 
ill, the center Democratic party of 
the Senate is* without a candidate. 
Even if he returns to the leader­ 
ship, Johnson is not now available 
for the national ticket. The whip 
who is acting for him, 
Senator 
Clements, is being challenged in 
his own state of Kentucky by an 
old foe, Happy Chandler, who is 
trying to be Governor. Right now, 
it seems that the Senate is going 
to have to settle for second place 
on the ticket, not first.

Minimum Wage Limit 
The demand by some groups for 
a minimum wage of $1.25 an hour 
is a little frightening to the small 
business man. The same is true of 
the guaranteed wage and other 
advances so quickly handed out by 
big business in recent confabs. 
The gentlemen who want Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower to stay in office, 
and a major share of these are 
very big business, are now anxious 
that nothing happens to upset cur­ 
rent prosperity. Labor knows this 
and has put the screws on in a 
very timely fashion. Big business 
came through. 
Also talking in loud fashion are 
politicians who appreciate the val­ 
ue of the labor vote. They readily 
offer their support to a minimum 
wage of $1.25 an hour. Obviously 
they do not have to pay it. Though 
they may learn to their sorrow 
that they have to suffer for it. 
We believe the constant inching 
upward of pay scales has passed 
the point where labor is gaining 
much. Every pay jump sees a, 
corresponding price increase. In 
our business the cost of paper has 
been loping upward annually, and 
some times semi-annually. Every­ 
one sees it in the price of cars. 
Steel goes up six dollars a ton to 
meet pay increases, and cars move 
up a hundred dollars or more. 
We are not opposed to labor re­ 
ceiving a fair wage. This nation 
will be no more prosperous than 
is the average citizen. But we must 
find the courage to face what is 
before us. And that is the obvious 
fact that some day we must decide 
what fair share of each dollar is 
earned by whom. 
If we are to avoid socialism we 
must do this under the capitalistic 
form of government. It will take 
real courage and a minimum of 
selfish politics. 
Big business can swallow the in­ 
creases. It sets the pace and earns 
huge profits. You find the real 
competition in the smaller levels 
where pricing must be done to meet 
the pace, and the folding of many 
small businesses tells the story. 
What frightens us is that we seem 
to be heading for a trio of “bigs” 
Big business, big labor, and big 
government. Any one of them can

be bad medicine, and the combin­ 
ation is enough to revert society to 
system of serfdom. 
Somewhere we must draw the 
line, and we can’t see the average 
politician taking on 
this battle 
which would earn him blows from 
all sides. But some voice must be 
heard and already the press of the 
nation is attempting to whisper the 
warning. Most of this is coming 
from the small fry in the publish­ 
ing world which is facing trouble 
at the present pace that costs are 
increasing. 
With radio, television, and other 
mediums entering the field in com­ 
petition for that national advertis­ 
ing dollar, the little weekly and 
many small dailies are not finding 
it comfortable. A big share of them 
saw a reduction in their national 
advertising last year, and it doesn’t 
promise to get any better. 
The bigness is a real danger 
here, because it enters a sphere 
that affects our freedom of speech. 
Let the bigs fully take over press, 
radio, and television and we are 


apt to be in trouble. 
Advertising does control much of 
the thinking now done by a big 
share of our editors, as we have 
pointed out and proved on many 
occasions. But if you doubt it, let’s 
have a look in the horse’s mouth. 
Clarence E. Eldridge, executive 
vice president of Campbell Soup 
Co., told the Advertising Federation 
of America that advertisers have 
a duty to use the power given 
them by their millions in advertis­ 
ing dollars to control newspaper 
editorial policies. He said that edi­ 
tors should not be allowed to say 
things unfriendly to business men. 
This guy is quoted as saying, 
“We do not propose to be coerced 
by any phony argument about free­ 
dom of the press..” His conten­ 
tion is that ads should be kept 
from those who say things that 
might destroy business. 
If we follow this reasoning the 
press might as well close up shop 
and let the bigs run labor papers, 
company magazines, and govern­ 
ment pamphlets. 


If these bold statements, now 
coming into the open, do not scare 
Americans into seeing that it is 
time for us to sit down together 
with the intention of working out a 
way of making this system work, 
we won’t have the system. What 
we will have is not clear, but it 
can range from fascism to social­ 
ism. 
Most Americans either came to 
this nation looking for opportunity, 


or are the descendents of those who 
did. It is their nature to be willing 
to take a chance on succeeding in 
a highly competitive system. They 
take chances with that system be­ 
cause each has confidence in his 
own luck and ability. 
We may run out of luck, and our 
abilities may be of little use if we 
do not find solutions a bit more 
logical than the hit-and-miss ap­ 
proaches now seen on all sides.

be available 365 days a year. We 
are talking about a public pool 
which will accommodate the large 
number who can be expected to 
use such a facility. 
One survey 
reveals 
that 
the 
smaller the community the larger 
the percentage to use the pool. In 
towns under 30,000, this can range 
from five to ten per cent of the 
population in a single day! 
We don’t believe a live group 
such as the Jaycees would have 
much trouble raising the funds 
needed for such a popular project. 
But there has been delay in hopes 
that a new high school will be 
built. If it is, the building should 
house the pool. 
If a school is built on a large 
plot of land so that all facilities, 
ranging from adequate 
parking 
to a broad hased recreational area, 
can be included, a pool would be 
the major attraction. Most impor­ 
tant, it is a family participation 
sport. 
Experience has shown that tne 
most adequate pools are those built 
within a building, with one side 
constructed so that it may be raised 
to let in the sun during the sum­ 
mer months. This climate has only 
about sixty days of swimming in 
a year, but the inside pool stretch­ 
es this all the way and gives the 
population full value for the invest- 
ment. 
. 
The state wouldn’t help with this 
part of a school, but the dressing 
and shower rooms could be a part 
of the regular school facilities. A 
special drive could he made to 
cover the pool cost. 
There is much to be gained by 
building a completely new school 
on a large area. Needed facilities, 
such as a swimming pool and a 
public auditorium, can he included, 
and the public will 
save 
much 
money by combining such projects. 
Money needed to add sufficient 
seats to the auditorium and to con­ 
struct the pool can be raised in a 
town as wealthy as Warren anc 
its surrounding area, and at a great 
saving as compared with separate 
efforts. 
There also is the parking prob­ 
lem. To build a school on the pres 
ent site only would add to an al­ 
ready concentrated parking con­ 
dition. With the many 
activities 
which a school of this kind should 
provide for the area, 
plenty 
of 
parking should be available, and in

Observations

That Kinzua Dam 
A current effort to appropriate 
funds for preliminary work on the 
Kinzua dam 
would provide the 
army engineers with another $100, 
OOO with which to make definite 
project studies and draw up plans. 
This runs the total spent to $241, 
500! 
It is one of the reasons why we 
constantly have urged 
Warren 
county residents to keep informed 
on this subject, and every chamber 
of commerce or civic group should 
keep it before them as a project 
about which they may want to say 
a few words. The sooner the bet­ 
ter. 
If a quarter of a million dollars 
is being spent near Kinzua, the 
public should be alert and inform­ 
ed. If this kind of money is being 
tossed down the drain, this is the 
area which should know it and be 
saying so to the right people. If 
it is groundwork for a definite pro­ 
ject it will be one that will have a 
direct effect on every one of us. 
The Army engineers tell this edi­ 
tor that they so far have received 
$141,500. Of this, $101,500 has been

spent on preliminary studies and 
a survey, most of which were made 
before 1950. These ascertained the 
size and economic feasibility of the 
project. We have reported on much 
of this in previous articles, in 
which we disclosed the high and 
low water flow figures, the value 
of the dam in controlling these 
flows so that water cleanliness will 
be increased, and related advan­ 
tages. 
The remaining $40,000 has been 
labled for definite projects, and of 
this, $35,000 has been spent. Which 
leaves the engineers with $5,000 to 
spend on the Kinzua project. Na­ 
turally, they will welcome the ad­ 
ditional $100,000 now being kicked 
around in Washington. 
Two definite project studies have 
involved the relocation of the Penn­ 
sylvania and Erie railroad lines. 
The Pennsylvania traverses the 
length of the reservoir from the 
dam site to Salamanca. The Erie 


crosses the head of the reservoir. 
The engineers say they also have 
done some work on the study of 
the type of dam best suited to the 
situation from the standpoint of 
engineering requirements and econ­ 
omy of construction, operation, and 
maintenance. It will be made of 
cement and will be about 150 feet 
ligh above the river bed. The point 
is in the gorge downstream from 
Kinzua. 
Let Us Take Note 
If this $100,000 comes through, 
the engineers no doubt will decide 
the exact nature of the dam, and 
that is an aspect of the situation 
about which all of us should be 
very much concerned. If this dam 
is to be built we must live with it 
the rest of our lives, and the future 
of the area will be tied very closely 
to its facilities. We should be de­ 
ciding what we want in such a 
dam. 
Primarily it is believed that en­ 
gineers have expected to do no 
more than purify the water, reduce 
floods, and provide recreation with 
the dam. However, we always have 
advocated the inclusion of genera­ 
tor space. Maybe we do not want 
the generators today, but some 
time they might come in handy. 
Perhaps the dam should be built 
in such a way that its uses can be 
expanded and its value enhanced. 
There also is the m atter of navi­ 
gation. If there ever is a possi­ 
bility that river barges 
are 
to 
climb this far, we must build the 
dam in such a way that locks can 
be added or a parallel route be 
constructed. These potentials are a 
definite part of our future. 
We 
should be hep. 
We have time to act, because the 
engineers say that the decision con­ 
cerning the exact nature of the 
dam will take about two years of 
planning. But two years can slip 
away mighty fast, if community 
leaders and their constitutents are 
not aware of what is going on and 
prefer to confine their activity con­ 
cerning the dam to wise cracks. 
Perhaps we are faced with the 
obvious fact that the only real 
answer to flood control is a com­ 
bination of well 
kept woodlands 
and a series of dams. Army en­ 
gineers seem certain that a dam 
at Kinzua is to be one of this 
series. 
We have paid fancy prices to 
find other answers. Even Warren 
borough has shelled out a few hund­ 


red for hydro-engineer advice. A 
dam is the real answer, said he. 
Council also decided to make a 
study of the situation and invited 
engineers to attend a meeting for 
a lengthy discussion. After all the 
words had flowed away, the fact 
remained that dikes would helo 
only the immediate area and would 
harm those downstream. A dam 
would not block river transporta­ 
tion if the business potential were 
sufficient to make the costly series 
of locks practical, and the dam 
would eliminate the flood problem. 
But if we want to have some­ 
thing to say about how that dam 
is to be built, the time is drawing 
close when the last word will be 
overdue. Public opinion has a ma­ 
jor effect on what is done in such 
cases. Congressmen anti senators 
will listen to the few of influence 
if they do not hear from the general 
public. 
A little clamor might be helpful 


right now, but we believe it should 
be intelligent, thought out clamor, 
with some real vision represented 
behind the noise. An informed pub­ 
lic which speaks its mind usually 
gets what it wants. If we know of 
anything we want included in that 
dam, now is the time to speak.

Wise Words From Law 
Save Taxpayers Dollars 


By Lewis Crippen 
The “ cat and mouse” game be­ 
tween assessors and potential tax­ 
payers should term inate if taxing 
bodies will enforce the provisions 
granted to them by laws of the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
Forever should be stilled the whis­ 
pered accusation of one 
citizen 
toward another that he is not shar­ 
ing in the burdens of governmen­ 
tal costs. A close look at the facts 
should be sufficient to cause the 
most tax wary to re-evaluate the 
wisdom of attempting to avoid de­ 
tection by the local assessor. 
During the summer months, a 
group of harrassed individuals (one 
in each political sub-division of our 
county) spend their “free tim e” in 
an unappreciated service to their 
communities. 
Armed 
with 
the 
knowledge that they have been duly 
■It ted by their neighbors and un­ 
der a strict oath of office, these 
orward units of the tax arm y take 
the brunt of public opinion as they 
attempt, with varying degrees of 
access, to establish relative values 
of real estate and to list all adults 
of the community with their occu­ 
pations. Vacations, unusual work 
% schedules, lack of sufficient time, 
and neglect by both the assessed 
I od the assessors often lead to 
complications which encourage the 
evaders and disgust the civic mind­ 
ed. 
On June 30, 
1951, the Public 
School Code of 1949, Section 680 
Cb), was amended to include the 
following 
words 
of 
w arning: 
“Every resident or inhabitant in 
any school district, upon attaining 
twenty one years of age, and every 
person twenty-one years of age or 
over becoming a resident or inhabi-

tant in any school district, shall, 
within twelve months after the 
happening thereof, notify the prop­ 
er assessors of his becoming of 
age or becoming a resident or in­ 
habitant. Any person failing, within 
said period, to notify the assessors 
of the school district within which 
he resides, shall, in addition to the 
tax levied by such school district, 
be liable to such school district in 
a penal sum equal to such tax.” 
Strict enforcement of this provision 
would certainly prove to be a deter­ 
rent to the sly and the boastful 
who demand so much from the tax 
dollars they never produce. 
Tax notices are distributed to the 
populace near the end of July with 
a sixty-day period immediately fol­ 
lowing during which time the taxed 
may receive a two percent dis­ 
count for prepaying the statement 
which is actually due December 31 
and is for the concurrent calendar 
year. The assessments are made 
one year in advance which might 
relieve your mind to realize that 
upward adjustments by the asses­ 
sor during his visit this summer 
will not be discernable until the 
1956 notices arrive. A provision has 
been made, however, for the asses­ 
sor to add additional names to his 
roster for the current year if con­ 
ditions w arrant the insertions. 
Here is your problem. The law 
requires that you pay taxes anc, 
stipulates that you may be fined. 
IOO percent of the levied school tax 
for not reporting your qualifica­ 
tions to the assessor. It is certainly 
possible, if you neglect to report' 
your residence in the community, 
that you may be added to the tax 
list between the July 31 and Sep­ 
tember 30, (or later) decreasing or 
entirely eliminating the two per­ 
cent discount period. 
According to the law, you can 
not avoid paying taxes which seems 
to illustrate the old saw “ there is

ONE OF OUR GREATEST. The 
works of a leading American ar­ 
tist, the late William R. Leigh, who 
died March l l of this year after 
eighty-two years of painting, may 
be seen in the Chautauqua Wo­ 
man’s Club, where they will be 
exhibited until August 21. 
Though Leigh has been classed 
as a western painter, and as such 
holds his own with Remington and 
Russell, his 
work 
actually 
has 
great variety, including such his­ 
torical pieces as the Midnight Ride 
of Paul Revere and Pocahontas. 
He started painting at six, right 
after the Civil war, yet did some 
of his greatest work after he was 
eighty, such 
as the mural-sized 
canvasses shown in the Chautauqua 
exhibition. He had taken many hon­ 
ors before he was forty, and it was 
not until that age that he went 
west and was 
inspired 
by 
the 
beauty of that area to do many 
paintings, some as well known as 
Custer’s Last Fight.

SANCTITY OF MOTHERHOOD.

IVA Inspires World's 
Underprivileged 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. - Premier U Nu 
of Burma included a visit to TVA 
in his itinerary in this country. 
But that’s hardly news. In fact 
it’s routine at Knoxville and in the 
Tennessee Valley Authority region 
whose inhabitants have become ac­ 
customed to a continual procession 
of visitors from all over the world. 
Nearly every official of a foreign 
government who comes to the 
United States puts TVA at the top 
among sights he wants 
to 
see 
while here. 
Why? Because TVA is the one 
thing in our country about which 
people everywhere know about. 
This is because of what TVA has 
done for the land and the people 
of a large area of our nation. To 
visitors from other lands it is 
something typically American, for 
it represents the spirit of originality 
and of the pioneering to find new 
techniques to get the most out of 
our resources for the most people. 
It is a new frontier we have opened 
here when our old frontiers were 
closed. It is the essence of what 
we proudly call the American 
dream. 
This particular American idea 
has been, and is being, copied all 
over the world. It is, in truth, the 
model for 18 other river develop­ 
ment projects in foreign countries, 
while 20 others embody various 
features of TVA. B.ut, more than 
that, our government is actively 
sponsoring TVA’s and helping to 
finance them as part of our foreign 
aid program. That is a most ef­ 
fective way of helping other people 
to help themselves by developing 
their own water resources. 
Only recently our government 
advanced a 20-year loan of $12,000, 
OOO to the Chinese Nationalist gov­ 
ernment on Formosa to help that 
government finance a 411-foot high 
dam across Takekan Creek, a tri­ 
butary of the Tanshui River, at 
Shihmen about 30 miles southwest 
of Tapei. When completed (prelim­ 
inary work began this week) it 
will irrigate 136,500 acres directly 
and indirectly and furnish 120,000, 
OOO kilowatt-hours of electricity an­ 
nually. It will store 250,000,000 cu­ 
bic feet of water and help to con­ 
trol floods. The Chinese National­ 
ist government is investing $26,000,

the TVA board. 
A businessman, Erie Johnston, a 
two-term president of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, was dele­ 
gated by President Eisenhower to 
negotiate for creation of another 
foreign TVA - that proposed for 
the Jordan River system in the 
Holy Land. 
These examples show that people 
in other countries are, indeed, fa­ 
miliar with TVA. 
But this idea which has become 
such a valuable item of export, 
making friends for us in many 
parts of the world,

cloud in this country. Not only is 
TVA itself under attack, as we 
know, but a fight is being made 
against extension of the TVA pat­ 
tern to other great watersheds still 
undeveloped, such as Hell’s Can­ 
yon along the Idaho-Oregon border, 
as well as to other links in the 
Columbia River system. 
Naturally this is hard for people 
elsewhere to understand. That ex­ 
plains the inquiries here from cor­ 
respondents of foreign newspapers 
who at the instruction of their edi­ 
tors back home now are beginning! 
to explore the attitude of the Eisen- 
lower Administration which repre­ 
sents such a change from the pre­ 
vious Roosevelt-Truman Adminis- j 
trations. They are giving special 
attention to the complicated Dixon- 
Yates contract, now under investi­ 
gation by a special Judiciary sub­ 
committee headed by Senator Estes 
Kefauver (D., Tenn.). 
We are beginning to learn the 
truth of what one world traveler, 
associate justice William O. Doug­ 
las of the Supreme Court, said: 
“It may come as a surprise to] 
many Americans that their Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority program is not | 
only well known by countless Asi-| 
atics, even in the remotest reaches 
of that continent, but has come to I 
mean to them a symbol of a hope-!
